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FOREWORD 


The Institutional Research Council, Inc. is a nonprofit membership 
association of institutional consumers of supplies and materials. It was 
jointly organized by the American Hotel & Motel Association (formerly 
American Hotel Association), the American Library Association, the Amer¬ 
ican Motor Hotel Association, The Hospital Bureau, Inc. and the National 
Executive Housekeepers Association, Inc. Its current membership now 
includes the American Hospital Association, the American Hotel & Motel 
Association, the American Library Association, the American Motor Hotel 
Association, the American Osteopathic Hospital Association, the Associa¬ 
tion of College Unions, the Association of School Business Officials of the 
United States and Canada, the Catholic Hospital Association of the United 
States and Canada, the Hospital Bureau, Inc., the Medical Group Man¬ 
agement Association, the National Association of Hospital Purchasing 
Agents and the YMCA National Board. Application for membership may 
be made by any person, firm, corporation or government agency which is a * 

consumer of supplies and materials in connection with the operation of 
institutional, governmental, public feeding, or public housekeeping facil¬ 
ities. 

The objectives of the Institutional Research Council, Inc. include a 
coordinated research program, the development of product standards 
and the sponsorship of the Certified Products Program. The Council also 
serves as a clearing house for the results of research conducted by its 
individual members and to select and sponsor research projects of mutual 
interest. 

The Institutional Research Council, Inc. has two basic types of research 
programs underway. The older program establishes performance stand¬ 
ards for various classes of products consumed by Institutions. This pro¬ 
gram defines the yardstick against which the products are measured to 
determine whether they qualify for listing in the Certified Products List. 

The newer research program involves the development of information 
which may be of direct use itself, or may lead to further work which will 
result in performance standards for a class of products. 

It is anticipated that 1965 will see the completion of two major studies 
under the sponsorship of the Institutional Research Council. One study 
evaluates the effect on carpet life of various types of carpet underlays, 
and in addition, suggests appropriate specifications for carpet underlays 
according to the areas of traffic density. 

A second study (being conducted at the Cornell Hotel School Research 
Center) evaluates the several areas of institutional buildings to identify 
the qualities of walls and wall coverings which would appropriately be in¬ 
stalled in each area. This project is being done with a view to establishing 
performance standards for institutional walls and wall coverings. 

Each year the members of the Institutional Research Council exchange, 
without charge, a copy of the results of their own sponsored research 
with other Council members in order that a research effort will not be 
duplicated among organizations. Most of the publications which have o 

been exchanged in the past have been fairly expensive items which 
would not otherwise be available on a free basis. Examples are:

The Certified Products List has been distributed by Council members 
to members of their respective organizations since the inception of the 
Council in 1961. In addition, copies are made available by the Council 
to the general public. Under the Council program manufacturers with 
products designed for the institutional market can elect to meet only one 
widely accepted set of requirements, rather than having to seek approval 
repeatedly of their products from a number of different organizations. 

The Council periodically prepares a “Workbook of Test Methods and 
Standards for the Certified Products Program" which sets forth the stand¬ 
ards used by the Council. These are similar to or based on existing stand¬ 
ards published by The American Society for Testing Materials, The Ameri¬ 
can Standards Association, the United States Government and similar 
organizations. In the case of textiles the standards of the American 
Standards Association have been adopted by the Council. 

No attempt is made to differentiate between those products which 
barely meet the minimum standards and those products which far exceed 
the standards; thus, it is not the purpose of the List to eliminate the re¬ 
sponsibility of the purchasing agent to select the products most appro¬ 
priate for his institution.

The products submitted under this program have been tested by Foster

found to meet the standards. For each product listed there is an affidavit by 
the manufacturer on file with Foster D. Snell, Inc. certifying that the sample 
tested is representative of the product as sold to institutions and that it was 
selected at random from stock. 

Products are listed alphabetically by trade name. They are not rated on 
a comparative basis, as they were checked only for their ability to meet the 
established performance standards. 

This list is not intended to be a substitute for intelligent selection or use 
of any product. The user is cautioned to read carefully all label copy fur¬ 
nished with each product and to heed precautionary statements concerning 
hazards to life and property as well as to follow manufacturers' use instruc¬ 
tions to obtain optimum product performance. 

It is suggested that purchasing agents specify, when ordering listed prod¬

(A) ABRASIVE CLEANERS 

The decrease in gloss produced on a standard glass plate due to the abra¬ 
siveness of any product shall not be greater than 60 per cent. The degree of 
abrasiveness shall be classified according to the per cent decrease in specular 
gloss produced on a standard glass plate (Abrasion tests conducted with a PEI 
Tester). The pH of a 7 per cent by weight dispersion of the product in distilled 
wafer shall be between 5.0 and 1 7.5. The cleaner shall remove metallic stains 
from porcelain at least as quickly as the comparison standard and shall leave 
no residue after rinsing from the cleaned surface.

Directions for use must 
be sufficient, if followed, to enable the purchaser to obtain the anti-microbial re¬ 
sults promised.

The cleaner 
shall not be excessively corrosive to steel, brass, or cast iron, and shall not etch 
porcelain. The abrasive type shall not show a decrease in specular gloss greater 
than 60% on a standard glass plate. (Test conducted with a PEI Tester)

(N) PAINTS 
Interior Flat Paints 

A number of institutional grade , alkyd-type, flat wall paints were evaluated for 
conformance to a modified version of the 1963-64 IRC Specification 3.5.1. 

The paints included in the program were believed to be of common interest to 
the majority of the Institutional Research Council , Inc. member associations. 

The prerequisites for inclusion in the study were that the product should be 

1) an alkyd-type / flat wall paint; 

2) sold for institutional use; 

3) nationally distributed and nationally advertised; 

4) available at retail under the manufacturer’s own label. 

A list of potentially acceptable brand-name products was compiled from a 
survey of leading paint manufacturers. Each firm was asked to furnish the name 
of a product that met all the stipulated conditions. A follow-up mailing was made 
to manufacturers who did not reply to the initial survey. 

It is possible that some paints which would have qualified were unintentionally 
overlooked in the survey or that some manufacturers elected not to reply. Such 
omissions should be called to the attention of the Council to insure inclusion of the 
paint in possible future programs. 

A one gallon sample of each product was purchased at retail by the official 
testing laboratory for use in this program. 

Manufacturers of paints tested for the 1964 list were asked to certify that no 
change had been made in composition since the date of test. Paints of manu¬ 
facturers that submitted such certification were included in the 1965 list. Follow¬ 
up mailings were made to manufacturers who did not reply to the request for 
proof. 

The requirements of IRC Specification 3.5.1 were set high to insure satisfactory 
overall performance in application , appearance and durability characteristics. 

Only those products which met all the requirements of the specification were 
deemed acceptable for listing. Those which failed to qualify have been omitted. 
A summary of the specification is given in Table I.

The textile products listed in Part II have been tested for their manufac¬ 
turer and/or supplier and have been certified by them as complying with 
all the requirements of the 1963 revised American Standard L24, the nationally 
recognized standard relating to the quality of textiles sold for use in hospitals, 
hotels, motels, schools and other institutions. Although test reports were 
required for each item to be listed, the choice of the laboratory was left to 
the discretion of the manufacturer or supplier applying for listing. 

Manufacturers were encouraged to file test reports and affidavits certi¬ 
fying as many products as would meet the requirements. However, with the 
tremendous variety of merchandise involved, very few were able to test and 
certify everything in their lines. 

It is suggested that purchasing agents specify when ordering listed prod¬ 
ucts that the product meet the appropriate American Standard L24 and that 
they request an express warranty that the product does indeed meet these 
standards; this warranty to be typed or stamped on the face of the invoice 
when submitted for payment. The wording might be as follows: 

The items invoiced above are expressly warranted to meet all the 
requirements of the appropriate American Standard L24 for Insti¬ 
tutional Textiles published by the American Standards Association.* 

This 1965 List of textiles tested for conformance with the minimum per¬ 
formance requirements of American Standard L24 will be valid through 
February 28, 1966.

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Part III 


COMMERCIAL CARPETS 


Durability and service quality depend to a large degree on the pile density 
of a carpet. This, in turn, is largely determined by two factors: weight of 
yarn in the pile and height of pile. 

Since both of these factors can be evaluated by analysis—total weight 
of pile yarn as ounces per square yard of carpet, and pile height as thou¬ 
sandths of an inch—it is possible to set up specification requirements 
which, if met, will result in adequate levels of pile density. 

In developing the minimum requirements of this specification, a round- 
wire, all-wool velvet carpet was used as the reference level of performance, 
under commercial conditions of average heavy traffic. The density factors 
were set on the basis of ounce-weight and pile height for this type of car¬ 
peting. 

The required minimum ounce weights of pile yarn are given for wool, 
acrylics and nylon. The recommended ounce-weight of other fibers that will 
produce equivalent durability has yet to be accurately established by service 
life experience. When this information becomes available, the listings will 
include commercial carpets based on synthetic pile fibers. 

It is known that carpets based on nylon do not require the same ounce- 
weights of pile yarn as wool carpets. For equal wear, it appeared possible to 
reduce the weight of nylon pile by 20% of the recommended wool weights 
given in the specification. 

Experience gained thus far with acrylics and modacrylics indicates that 
these materials should be used at the same ounce weights of pile yarn as 
for wool. 

Requirements are presented for two levels of traffic conditions, illustrating 
the necessary variation in pile yarn weight and pile height for AVERAGE 
HEAVY TRAFFIC and AVERAGE MEDIUM TRAFFIC. 

The specification takes into account the differences in service quality 
attributable to carpet construction. Grade limits are set according to the 
method of carpet manufacture. It is believed that the minimum require¬ 
ments for other construction types give durability qualities comparable to 
the round-wire velvet used as the reference level of performance. 

The specification requirements will assure satisfactory service life, pro¬ 
vided that the carpet construction conforms to accepted commercial practice 
and the materials of construction are of good quality. 

Foot-traffic conditions will vary with the type, size, and location of the 
commercial area involved. Generally, the type and location of the com¬ 
mercial area will determine whether it will be subjected to HEAVY or MEDIUM 
traffic. For example, the lobbies, public rooms, corridors, and stairways in a 
hotel will normally receive heavy traffic. But the hotel guest rooms usually 
encounter medium traffic. Also, a large department store will have heavy 
traffic conditions throughout the aisles and selling areas, but a small shop 
selling women's apparel will, very likely, get medium traffic.

There are other carpetable commercial areas not included in the list 
above. Consultation with commercial carpet specialists will help determine 
the traffic conditions based on experience with similar types and sizes of 
commercial areas. 

It should be noted that the commercial carpet recommendations given 
here are MINIMUM specifications for AVERAGE heavy and medium foot 
traffic conditions. However, traffic conditions in some commercial areas are * 

often substantially higher than the average. As a result, they demand carpets 
with yarn weight requirements higher than the minimums specified for nor¬ 
mal heavy traffic use and luxurious effect. 
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For example, large motion picture theatres and department stores in 
major metropolitan centers use carpets containing as much as 70 to 90 
ounces of pile yarn per square yard because of the extra heavy traffic they 
encounter. 

It is not unusual for theatres, stores, offices, and other commercial areas 
subjected to HEAVIER-THAN-AVERAGE traffic to use carpets with 50 to 60 
ounces of pile yarn per square yard. 

Consultations with commercial carpet specialists can help determine 
whether a particular commercial area would require carpeting with specifi¬ 
cations above the yarn weights recommended for average heavy traffic con¬ 
ditions. 

The minimum requirements for weight of pile yarn per square yard of 
carpet and pile height for woven, tufted, and knitted carpets are given in 
Table I. 

The manufacturer has submitted suitable certification that his carpet con¬ 
forms to the requirements in Table I. 

The carpets are listed alphabetically by trade name, according to the 
suggested traffic level (heavy or average) as determined by conformance to 
pile density requirements for each type of construction.
